party considerations, to seek for an increase 
of its powers and there is no doubt thata 
considerable number of the Conservative 
Councillors would favor the proposed 
change if it could be conceded by a Con- 
servavative Government. However, it must 
be confessed that the question has become 
rather closely interwoven with other matters 
which belong exclusively to the Radical pro- 
gramme. It is becoming more and more likely 
that not only during tha recess of Parliament, 
but also up to the time of the general election, 
London will be the chosen party battle 
ground. This is certainly the impression in 
Ministerial quarters. There is much appre- 
hension with regard to the apathy exhibited 
by some of the London Conservative mem- 
bers, and the consequent progress made by 
liberal principles in their constituencies. It 
might be easy to have two, if not three, of 
these gentlemen, if a general election 
took place next month, to retire in 
favor of Conservative candidates more 
willing to spend more time and take more 
trouble to retain the favor of the electors, One 
thing which is likely to cause consternation in 
the camp of the old-fashioned Tories, if the 
party struggle should become acute, is the 
length to which the London Conservatives are 
prepared to go in competing with their Radi- 
cal oppponents. London Toryism is of a dis- 
tinctly democratic order, and if ourrent re- 
ports are to be trusted as to the opinions ex 
pressed by Londou members who sit on the 
Ministerial benches, especially upon ques- 
tions of social legisiation, it is Plain that if 
their seats are endangered they will not stick 
at much to outbid their rivals. 
THE QUEEN’S ECONOMY. 

Queen Victoria’s household isto be reorgan- 
ized and the non-political officials about her 
Majesty’s court are shaking in thelr shoes. 
Economy has been enjoined upon the sover- 
eign by the understanding whereby the Prince 
of Wales’ children’s bill was passed at the 
last session of Parliament. It will be enforced 
almost at once, and nobody is quite certain 
where the shears will nip. Nobody ean look 
over the enormously swollpn list of the royal 
household without feeling a desire to exercise 
economy, but very few of the posts can be 
touched without interfering with life inter.

CHINESE RESTRICTION IN AUSTRALIA. 

The Chinese restriction laws, which the 
several Australian colonies passed in such a 
hurry last year, havé at least the merit of 
having accomplished the end desired. In New 
South Wales during the last year of the work- 
ing of the act, which ended the Ist Inst., only 
twenty-cdhe Chinese entered the colony by 
sen and about 1,800 returned to China in their 
ordinary course. Ot the twenty-one several 
were returned residents who were abroad 
when the act came into force, and one or two 
were naturalized and prominent residents of 
Sydney. In Victoria only a single Chinaman 
landed during the year and he paid a poll tax 
of £100, while just over a thousand left tne 
colony. Meanwhile the négotiations between 
the British and Chinese Governments on the 
subject are absolutely at a standstill.

THE EUROPEAN SITUATION. 


Gen. Wolseley’s Views on the Problem of 
Belgian Neutrality. 


ONDON, September 
21.—A pessimistic 
view of the Euro- 
ropean situation 
has again assumed 
ascendency, owing 
to the bellicose 
speeches of the 
German Emperor, 
the independent 
movementof Bul- 
garia and the gen- 
eral state of affairs 
in Crete and Ar- 
menia. That military writers believe Europe 
is on the eve of a great war is certainly indi- 
cated by the many articles by leading military 
critics published the past week regarding the 
imperial strategic movements which wouid 
be possible for either Germany or France to 
obtain by breaking the neutrality of Switzer- 
land and Belgium. 

Gen. Lord Wolseley speaking to-day on the 
article in the September number of the 
Fortnightly Review respecting the problem of 
Belgian neutrality, said:. The article is 
no doubt the work of a professional soldier, 
who, however, is an amateur in the sense that 
he has not at his disposal the labor of a staff 
especially organized to deal with the prepa- 
rations for a campaign. His contribution is 
merely a surmise as to the time within which 
the Germans and French respectively could 
condentrate a large force for an advance 
either on Namur or Leige. But he 
has omitted from his consideration the im- 
portant fact that . 
either side might 
seize the place desired 
by the sudden advance 
of a smaller force, 
which would delay 


the enemy’s move- 

ments in order to 

cover the collection 

behind it of a large 7 

body. He makes one 

or two assumptions of 

considerable import- 

ance which are hardly 

jastified. The étraight 

line from Paris to Berlin passes th 
corner of Belgium and is shorter than an an- 
gular line from Berlin to Metz and from Mets 
to Paris. The arguments deduced from this 
evident fact all assume that Berlin bas an 
importance in military operations correspond- 
ing to that of Paris. But thie is by no means 
the case. Berlin is a very important 
railway center and the seat of government 
could be transferred from Berlin to another 
town with comparative ease. Beriln is not 
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the base of operations of a German army. 


German army corps to the provinces which 
form their peace quarters may serve to iliue- 
trate the value of Switzeriand as a base for 
French operation against Germany. In the 
wars ofthe revolution against Austria Switzer- 
land was a good base for French operation, 
because it enabied the French army having its 
communication with Switzerland in the rear 
to advance without divergence against the 
c nications, joining the Austrians in 
Baden with their base in Austria. However, 
there is very little value in all this amateur 
strategy, as a plan of campaign involves a 
multitude of considerations never presented 
to the world through magazine articles.

Appraizer Hoyne Indignant.

CuicaGco, III., September 21.—Loud éo6m- 
plaints have been made recently by the man- 
ufacturers of England and France that their 
éxports to this country are appraised at higher 
prices and have a heavier import 
laid on them than the exports 
of the German manufactures of the same kind. 
It is singular that this complaint is officially 
voiced, not by tha Consyl General of London 
or Paris, but by Oonsul-General Edwards of 
Berlin. Appraiser Hoyne has received a 
letter from him, in which he openly charges 
that Gerson Co. of the Mode Bazar 
of Berlin, are in collusion with 
large houses in Chicago to invoice Gerson’s 
cloaks at less than their value so as to lessen 
their duty, thereby lessening the cost of 
goods to the merchants and underselling 
the manufacturers of England and 
France. Appraiser Hoyne is very 
indignant at the charge, especially as it is 
complicated with the most absurd ignorance 
or neglect of duty on the part of Consul-Gen- 
eral Edwards. Sec. 647 of the consujar regu- 
lations imparatively requires of Con- 
sul-Generals to ascertain the market values 
of goods in the principal market 
of the countries in which they are located and 
to certify to the correctness of every invoice 
that passes through their hands. They 
are required to attach a printed 
and signed certificate of ita correct 
ness to every invoice that leaves their 
hands. But in spite of all this, Consul- General 
Edwards bas obstinately refused*to make 
these certificates. In every instance he oblit - 
erates that part of the certificate referring to 
the price before he appénds his signature. 
As if this were not bad enough, Consul- 
General Edwards has the cheek to 
suggest to Appraiser Hoyne that these im- 
ports should be appraised in this country, as 
if any imports could be delivered in this coun- 
try without any appraisal, and as if Mr.

He responded promptly with 200 
men, and reaching a cross street two blocks 
east of the crowd, halted and gave the 
command, F bayouets.’’ Withouta word 
he wheeled the companies down the street 
at a large bayonet toward the crowd. At 
first the people seemed to move in an oppo- 
site direction, but a moment later it was ap- 
parent that over fifteen hundred had not de- 
cided to leave so easily. There was 
general confusion in the crowd, 
some yelling: Don't come here; its 
none of your business; we will 
not leave. Alltuis time they were pulling 
guns, swinging clubs, gathering up pieces of 
sidewalk and seemingly getting ready for 
war. 

When the marching column had reached 


within rs bundred feet of the 
crowd the command Halt“ was 
given, and Col. Snyder waved bis 


hand for order. Inafew minutes everything 
was comparatively quiet when he told the 
crowd that the street must be cleared of peo- 
ple and he hoped they would move back re- 
eving dim of the responsibility of using 
force. Some turned back and wanted 
to obey and others maintained that 
they would hold that position. In 


a sbort time all was confusion again when the 
command to move forward was given, and 
within Ofty feet of the outline of the mob there 
was a rush te go back, but 300 determined 
men beld their place, bat as the bayonets 
came within afew teet some of them turned 
back.

was made out by Prosecuting Attofney 
Dierkes after an examination of 
the evidence submitted at the Coroner’s 
inquest. This information was filed in the 
office of the Olerk of the Oourt of Criminal 
Correction and warrants for the arrest of the 
defendants above named were immediately 
made out, the defendants and their bondsmen 
being given to understand that they 
must prepare for the next step in the eriminal 
proceedings. The only thing necessary to the 
completion of the clerical work was the 
signature of Dr. John N. Frank, who, 
as Coroner should have affixed his name to 
the information. That part of the programme 
was deemed but a formal matter, Dr. Frank. 


however now 
REFUSES TO SIGN 

the document and the authorities are 
beginning to vorry over tne mat- 
ter. The Coroner bases his re- 
fusal upon a technicality of the law—a 
technicality, too, which has be-fuddled more 
than one sharp Four Courts lawyer and placed 
important criminal cases in a provoking 
tangle. 

The form prescribed by the Legislature for 
the filling of information to a criminal offense 


rst gives the facts in the case, 


which the informant must swear to 
be true according to his best knowledge 
and belief. The Supreme Court ina ng 
decision rendered some four months ago held 
that all information sworn to in this manner 
was illegal and the consequent conviction of 
the crime charged invalid. The Court held 
that all information should be yiven accord- 
ria} to the absolute knowledge of the inform- 


“on the strength of this decision a 
petition for writ of habeas — us 
was soon after presented before 
Judge Campbell in the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection, praying for the release of these 
men at that time confined in the Work- 
house upon conviction of petit larceny. 
The men had been tried on information 
sworn according tothe best knowledge and 
belief’’ of the information. Judge Campbell 
refused to pass on the question and the action 
was taken into the Circuit Court, but that court 
reterred the applicant to Judue Normile in 
the Criminal Court.

To Reclaim the American Desert. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatcn. 
WASHINGTON, D. O., September 21.— Dr. 
Vasey, Chief ot the Botanical Division of the 
Agricultural Department, has returned from 


his trip to the arid region where 
he was sent by the Department 
in the interest of agriculture. Dr. Vasey 


started from Garden City, Kan., and went 
West to the Berkley (Cal.) experimental sta- 
tion, stopping at the various experimental 
stations and returning to Garden City by way 
of Utah and Colorado. The problem, says 
Dr. Vasey. that the department is 
trying to solve is not what the arid lands will 
produce with irrigation, but what they will 

oduce where irrigation is unavailable.’’ 

ig theory is that nature has indicated that 
the grasses that grow in this region are those 
best adapted to it, and the department has 
sent a party to that section to -collect 
specimens and the seed of these grasses 
with the intention of experimenting 
with them ja tbese regions. Former exper- 
iments made by the department show that 
grass and fodder can be grown successfully in 
regions where irrigation can not reach. Millet 
and dourra corn, introduced inthis region by 
the department and farmers, have also met 
with success. Rye has also been mode to 
roduce and the department will plant 
orty acres of it this winter as an ex- 
periment. Assistant Secretary Willets of th 
department says one- halt of this region can 
be reclaimed, and that every effort to this end 
will be made, and that this vast region, now 
almost worthiess, will be a source of profit 
to the Government, Dr. Vasey also 
spoke of the damage done by 
the hot winds to vegetation in this part of the 
country and says that trees will be planted in 
each quarter section to break their force. He 
thinks by so doing the damage done by them 
will be greatly decreased. 


Heroes of the Life -Saving Service. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTor. 
WASHINGTON, September 21.—The most 
heroic chapter in the history of the Life- 
saving service willbe the record of the life- 
savers during the recent storm which 


swept aiong the Atlantic coast. Brief 
telegraphic reports are all that have yet 
been received here, but from these it 
can be gathered that hundreds of lives and 
thousands of dollars’ worth of property 
have been saved throuch the efforts of tle 
crews at the various life-saving stations. As 
soon as telegraphic communication was re- 
stored with the stations along the coast 


Supt. Kimball requested reports from 
each. Nothing like the same num 
ber of rescued within a riod covered bya 


single storm has ever — been accom- 
plished in the history of the life-saving ser- 
vice of any country. 

Along the coast of Massachusetts nineteen 
vessels in distress were reached by the life- 
saving crews, and either asgisted or their 
crews taken ashore, and thirty-five persons 
were rescued along that coast. 

Along the Rhode Island coast, two crews,ag- 
gregating nine men, were rescued. 

Seven crews, comprising twenty-four per- 
sons, were rescued on the coast of New Jer- 


sey. 
At the Deleware breakwater twenty-two 
vessels in distress were assisted and 164 per- 
sons taken ashore. 
At Cape Hen three stranded vessels 
were reached and twenty-four lives rescued. 
When the full returns of the work done by 
the life-saving service during the recent 
storm reaches Supt. Kimball he intends to 
compile them and submit them to Congress, 
with the recommendation that these rugged 
heroes be recognized at least to the extent of 
giving them adequate pay for their courage- 
ous service.

HE greater portion of 
the women who fol- 
lowed those who led 
the way to the far 
West were the wives 
of farmers or working- 
men, accustomed to 
some sort of labor at 
home, orat least do 
mestic women, who 
were used to bake, 
brew, and stitch for 
the household; but 
m there were other sorts 
of pilgrims whose 
pretty feet were im- 
printed in that virgin 
soll, who knew little 
ofthe utilitarian side 
r ot our existence. These 
„tes of the field’’ were the wives ot our 
officers. A military man is generally con- 
ceded to be the most engaging of beings. His 
personal appearance takes him along distance 
on the road to favor, for he is trained to erect- 
ness, to a fine carriage of the head; his mus- 
cular development follows on the babits of his 
active life; his uniform transforms one who 
might be passed by in a crowd into a cyno- 
sure forall eyes. Add to physique, carriage 
and clothes the manner which a man in so 
social a life asthe army acquires and it is sel- 
dom that he comes knocking at the barely 
half-closed door ot a susceptible heart that it 
is not flung wide open to weicome him. 

If our American can be made to admit that 
there isan aristocracy in the United States 
the army belongs to it. It is one profession 
where money is not necessary. An officer 
dares to be poor, because a fortune cannot 
improve his social position; it is independent 
of filthy lucre. 

The military man, therefore, poor as he is, 
is welcomed with cordiality in all the higher 
walks of life. While among civilians on duty, 
or when on leave of absence, he is thrown 
among the fairest women of the land. and 
he, of course, proceeds to fall in love. The 
father who smiles on him would frown 
on a clerk with the same salary. 
The paternal mind is at rest about the 

DAUGHTER’ 8 SOCIAL STANDING. 
Compunctions do assail the officer when the 
object of his adoration is the center of a de- 
voted family, living in idleness and luxury. 
He pictures her enduring hardships, and shuts 
his heart against temptation. How often I 
have heard them say: How could I have the 
effrontery to ask a girl to endure our life?’’ 
and yet in the end they all do. When he tells 
a girl that be loves her he has the grace to 
mention that there are trials. The girl usually 
tolls him, In a wise little way, no life is with- 
out its trials, and in accepting him makes 
him sure an existence with him,no matter how 
hard, ie preferabie to a lifetime of luxury 
without him. 

The prise he gains is a pretty, accomplished, 
agreeable girl, who knows literally nothing of 
the practical side of existence; who very soon 
after her initiation to the plains would give 
all ner knowledge of the piano in exchange 
forthe secret of bread-making; she would 
barter her skill with the brush and pencil for 
the gift of an expert needie or the power to 
cut and model the simpiest garment. Never- 
theless, with her charming head, empty of all 
that pertains to the prosaic side of life and its 
grind, ‘she is still a prize. The daintier 
and more butterfly her previous ex 
istence, the quicker the transformation 
into a practical housewife. I have hardly 
known it to fall that the more luxurious der 
former existence, the less mention of it and 
the fewer complaints an army woman makes. 
These fine, fastidious creatures, courtedin a 
conservatory and won in a dall room, can 
exhibit more 12 — and show more 
endurance than any women I ever knew. 

OUR WOMEN 

as a nation are becoming more renowned for 
adaptability than all the women the worid 
over; and if a young girl can come from 
school and fill tne highest seat in the land 
without an error, orif our beautiful belies can 
enter the nobility as wives, and shine with 
such effulgence at the most formal and austere 
courtin the world, why should we not claim 
that there is no situation in life that an 
American woman cannot grace? 

But the — * woman is the most tried, and 
the manner in which she meets her sudden 
transition from a princely life to one of gen- 
teel pauperism places her at the head of those 
who fit themselves into a new existence, and 
who fillit witha charm all their own. She 
cannot only endure what the rough pioneer 
woman does, but after she conquers the 
kitchen, the needle and the scissors, and the 
mystery of taking care of children, she can 
still charm a weary ear by her music or adorn 
her rude habitation with the work of her 
brush. 

W bat contrast can be greater than the tran- 
sition from the modern wedding, with its lavish 
* pee ae the music, flowers, gifts, spien- 
did pomp of the service, the train of exqui- 
sitely attired bridemaids,the crush of jeweled 
and richly dressed friends, to an army ambu- 
lance, following in the dusty trail o a long 
line of slow-moving wagons, carrying supplies 
to a distant territory? And yet this is the his- 
tory of so many brave women, that I 
can hardiy glance down the page 
of an arm register and find one name 
exempt. since the lines of the Pacific 
roads are finished, overland travei has, of 
course, greatiy diminished, but there are 
still isolated posts where the 

BRIDE OF A MILITARY MAN 
will, in all probability, make her home at 
one time or another. 

It may not be generally known that itis the 
policy of the Government to give each regi- 
ment five years’ tour of duty ina department. 
Circumstances change it to two years, and, 
even after a year in one territory, unexpected 
orders transfer troops to the Gulf of Mexico or 
Oalifornia, perhaps. A young army woman, 
holding up her rosy-tipped fingers to tell off 
the stations in which she has lived, finds, 
even when she is but a new campaigner, shat 
her fingers give out in keeping tally.

We 
have better grounds in New York than those 
where the club there now plays, have cap- 
tured the grounds of the Ohicago Club, 
have a place, in Brooklyn that is as 
well located asthe present park there and 
have better grounds in Boston than the 
owners of the League Club there hold,and also 
have well-located grounds in Cleveland, Phil-

EADVILLE, Colo., 
September 21.—The 
facts in the matter 
of the ‘‘great strike 
fat Buena Vista“ 
ere as follows:

LEADVILLE, September 19.—Work on the 
Mikado is progressing rapidly, the sinking of 
the Chadbourne shaft having been resumed, 
and itis now going down at the rate of about 
4 feet per day, a set of timbers being placed 
in position each twenty-four hours.

Wheat Oceupies a Stfong Position—smail 


HICAGO, Septem- 
ber A.- Wheat 
made a siow but 
sure improvement 
ali the week up to 
yesterday, wheu a 
l-cent reaction 
from the top prices 
occurred. To-day 
the market recov- 

, ered about a half- 
cent of Friday’s depreciation and closes 
strong, with a promise of further gain in the 
near future. 

The bulls have operated courageously for 
several days and they seem now to be full of 
confidence. The strength of the market, ac- 
cording to their notion, lies in the failure of 
visible stocks to accumulate with customary 
rapidity. They argue from this that the farm- 
ers are fully determined not to part with 
their grain at current values, and that with a 
certainty of a foreign demand for the surpius 
it is hopeless to expect producers to be bull- 
dozed into selling. Their position may be 
right, but itis weil to remember that what- 
ever good things the future may have in store 
for the bulls, the foreigners have not thus far 
shown any overwhelming desire to reduce the 
American surplus. Exporte should average 
12,000, 000% 15,000,000 bu a month in wheat and 
flour, whereas they have not been 8,000,000 bu 
per month for the first three months of the 
crop and national fiscal year. Thie increases 
the average for the last nine months of the 
year to about 18,000,000 bu. per month. 
The export movement has only reached that 
figuretwoor three months in the past haif 
dozen years. Itis fairto assume then that, 
unless extfaordinary activity in the foreign 
demand shall develop next winter or spring, 
reserves atthe end of this year will be quite 
large enough to do away with the thoughts of 
especial scarcity, and, without a prospective 
scarcity at some stage of the yeéar, 
the bulls will have a bard 
time keeping the market toned up to the 
proper pitch to insure permanently higher 
prices. A continual supply of fresh fuel is 
necessary for the maintenence of a bull feel- 
ing. A light visible supply does not make it 
any the less true that a big crop was raised 
and that the wheat is in the country some- 
where. The fallure of farmers to rush it in 
the first quarter or half year may result in the 
non-sccumulation of stocks at tide-water be- 
fore the close of lake navigation, 
but the Western warehouses will get 
the grain and spring shipments will be 
all the heavier. It willshow sometime; that 


can be depended on for an absolutes certainty. 
Up tothe present writing, however, there is 
no surplus of contract wheatto brag of any- 
where. Here only about one car in twenty 
trades No. 2, and od Hutch’’ has bought 
or December delivery at least a dosen times 
as much wheat as there is in store bere 
at the present moment. Four or five of the 
leading commission houses are long 10,000,000 
bu on their books for gen-; 
(ral country account. Altogether the 


market cannot be much, if any, under 50,000,- 
oo ba. Not 10 per cent of this amount 
will, in all human probability, be in Chi 0 
warehouses at the end of December. Huteh- 
inson is by long odds the heaviest holder of 
futures. His position is disouieting in the ex- 
treme to the bears and shorts. Ream has re- 

turned to the Board after an absence of three 
or four months. It had been given out that 
be had retired from specuiation altogether, 
byt the old habit roved too strong 
for bim, and be has gone to selling 
wheat again in the ol way.

The elevator 
combine, which undertook to force farmers of 
the provinces to accept a starvation price for 
their wheat, has evidently been driven from 
the position so arbitrary aud tyrannically 
taken. The 8 cents advance in its buying im- 
its mean merely that prices have been put 
where they should be. The clamor of Mon- 
treal millers doubtless had much 
to do with this roa djust ment. 
These millers got tired of paying 
duty on American wheatand kicked for the 
Manitoba grades. They will not get supplies 
from the old source. C. A. Pillsbury was on

wheat. From the fact that the market held 
firm, he argues that it is ——— very 
strong.

How the Service Was Kept Up at the Front— 
Laying Lines and Tapping Wires Under 
Fire—Some Queer Incidents—A Cigarette

Bates, Brown and O’Brien—they undertook the 
task, and in an incredibly short space of time 
had the makeshift wires erected. This was 
the first instance in which a purely military 
telegraph line bad been laid, and those men 
were the ploneers ot a corps, which after- 
wards numbered over one thousand, and 
erected during the war over fifteen thousand 


miles of wire. 
RAPID CONSTRUCTION. 


The armies as they advanced were accom- 
panied by operators and wire-layers, and at 
the end of each day’s march the commander 
nearly invariably found himself in communi- 
cation with his base of supplies, and his dif- 
ferent corps by means of the wires laid by the 
indefatigable linemen. Of course these wires 
could not be insulated, as those erected more 
at leisure and in a peaceful coun- 
try could be, and the currents of slight 
resistance and small electromotive force 


coulda not be used. Relays of great resistance, 


and the strongest kind of nitric acid batteries 
were employed. Reels of insulated cable, 
strong enough to resist cannon wheels, were 


carried on mulebac«, and fastened to trees, 


poles, lances or bayonets. Small batteries 
were transported in wagons, and the operator 
would lay his line, and listen to the click of 
the instrument under the fire of shot and 


shell. An expert operator was always at- 
tached to the staff of the commanding General, 


and never left him day or night. When 
messages were to be sent through a hostile 
country an ingeniously constructed cypher 


was used, asthe enemy was constantly en- 


deavoring to tap the lines. For this purpose 
five copper wires were used, with which cross 
connections could be made, these wires being 
so fine as to be invisible from the ground. A 
system of electrical teste was Invented which 
enabled the operators with almost infallible 
accuracy to detect any tapping, and the 
cypher was so ingeniously conceived that 
no instance ever came to light in which it had 


been solved by the enemy. The Southern 
cyphers, on the otber band, were nearly uni- 
versally deciphered by the operators attached 


to the ‘valguble pt rant and Sherman, and 


much valdable ormation was obtained in 
this way. 
TAPPING WIRES 


During the war the mortality among the tel- 


egraph eq@xperts was heavy. Constantly 
engaged in pairing lines cut by the 
enemy, they. often fell before the bullets 


of sharvshooters lying in wait in adja- 


cent thickets. During Sherman's march to 


Atiahta a favorite practice of the guerillas 
who. hung about bis flanks was to cut the 
wires, conceal themselves near at hand, and 


open fire y er the repairing party. The dan- 


gers attendant upon tapping wires were very 
great, and many operators gained high dis- 
tinction by the boldness with which they 
would netrate the enemy’s lines, throw a 
light wire over the main line, and take down 


the ( sent by the general in com- 
ten 


mand. it would be impossibie 
to carry any instruments on these expedi- 


tions, and a favorite process was to take the 


wire between the teeth, the ends resting upon 
the tongue, and read the message. This called 


for a most remarkable degree of skill, but 


many were found wbo showed themselves 
capable of performing this most difficult feat. 
The value of the field telegraph was 
immense, but those who managed it received 
no reward from the Government beyond their 
bare pay, not being entitied to pensions, as 


| they were not enlisted men, Dut only civilian

Electricity in Coast Defense. 


Lieut. W. R. Hamilton writes in St. Nicholas: 
‘*Electricity plays, perhaps, the most won- 


derful part in allthese huge works. Not far 


from the main fort, there would be built a little 


round building.

EMANCIPATION OF THESLA¥KS ANNOUNCED 
TWENTY -SEVEN TSARS AGO TO-DAY. 


The Origin and Development of Slavery in 
America—Different Types in Different | 
States—How the Proclamation Was Is- 
sued—Framing the Document—Fall Ar. 
rangements for the Lecal Celebration 
To-Day and To- Morrow. 


N to-day and to-mor- 
row the colored people 
of St. Louls will cele- 
brate ‘‘Emancipation 
Day, and the ob- 
servance this year i 
be on a much larger 
sale than usual. The 
principal feature of 
the celebration will be 
a parade on Monday 
in which all the color- 
ed organizations of 
any kind whatsoever 
are invited and ex 
pected to participate. G. W. Bryant will be 
the Grand Marshal, and he will be assisted by 
a dozen or more assistants. The parade will 
form in Lucas Square and the route of the 
procession will be as follows: North on 
Tweifth to Franklin avenue, west to Eicht- 
eenth, south to Lucas place, east to Four- 
teenth, north to Washington avenue, east to 
Eleventh street, south to Olive, east to 
Broadway, south to Market, and west to Cen- 
tral Turner Hall. At the Custom-house the 
parade will be reviewed by Congressmen 
Niedringhaus and Kinsey, Col. Churchili and 
others. At the Court-house the parade will 
pass in review before Mayor E. A. Noonan, 
Dr. J. W. Frank and other city officials. The 
parade will take place during the noon 
hour for the purpose of giving 
the school children a chance to witness 
it, the School Board having refused to close 
the colored schools in honor of the day. The 
line will be made up as follows: Ward League 
Clubs, in regular order, from the First to the 
Twenty-eighth Ward inclusive; associations, 
organizations and lodges; carriages with of 
ficers, male and female, of societies, taber- 
nacies, etc.; carriages with city pastors and 
invited guests; officersof Col. Shaw Post, G. 
A. R.; Lovejoy Camp, No. 100, Sons of Veter- 
ans; floats containing young ladies, repre- 
senting States and Territories, and four- 
horse carriage containing tne Goddess of 
Liberty.
